correspondence between Colonel Craw- 
ford and Washington. One year and a 
day after the date*of this letter he 
penned hiu last letter,' while .on Ills 
way to Sanduaky, (X upon the expedi- 
tion against the Indians which cos^ 
him his llfo. It was directed to Gen- 
eral Irvine, who was then in command 
at Fort Pitt, under whoso authority 
Colonel Cdawford was acting. In this 
letter Colonel Crawford 
used ' these 


words: 
"I shall endeavor to do all 


in my power for tho good of my coun-

With a force of less than five hun- 


dred mcnt from tho border, Colonel 
Crawford penetrated the wilderness of 
Northwestern Ohio. On June 4, 1782, 
he fought a successful battle with the 
\Y"yandot Indians, but was obliged'to 
retreat the next day. A few days' aC- 
Ecnvards he was captured by tfio Dela- 
ware Indians and on June llth w 
tortured to death at the stake, on a 
tributary of the Sandusky river Mri 
what Is now Wyandot county, 0., with 
all tho atrocity which savage ingenu- 
ity could devlso.
